ON  A REPORT,  dated  11th  May,  1895,  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that  he  has 
received  a petition  signed  by  certain  residents  of 
Golden,  B.  C.,  asking  that  the  portion  of  the  north- 
west quarter  of  Section  7,  Township  27,  Range  21 
west  of  the  5th  Meridian,  lying  south  of  the  5V'apta 
P^iver,  be  set  apart  as  a public  square  or  recreation 
ground.

KENT  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  6. 

--1  1$!/-Tjair  to  prcvr)it  the  (/rou'th  anti  provitht  for 
the  ilrstriictioii  of  W'nrtls. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  prevent  the 
growth  and  to  provide  for  the  destruction  of 
noxious  weeds  within  the  Munieipality ; 

Be  it  therefore  enaeted  by  the  Reeve  and  Councillors 
of  the  C'Orporation  of  the  District  of  Kent,  in  meeting 
assembled,  as  follows: — 

1.  Every  owner  or  occupier  of  land  within  the  limits 
of  the^ Municipality  shall  cut  and  destroy  all  Scotch 
and  Canadian  thistles,  burdock,  yellow  dock,  and  all 
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other  iio.\'iiiu.-s  weeds  growing  or  standing  on  the  land 
owned  or  ooculhed  by  liiin  before  tlie  said  weeds  shall 
ilower,  ripen,  or  come  to  seed. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Munici- 
pality to  give  to  the  oM'iier  or  occujiier  of  any  land  on 
which  any  of  the  said  weeds  are  standing  or  growing, 
a notice  in  writing,  to  cut  and  destroy  the  same  within 
the  apace  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  receijit 
of  such  notice. 

.3.  In  the  event  of  any  such  owner  or  occupier  fail- 
ing or  neglecting  to  cut  and  destroy  the  said  wced.s  or 
any  of  them  within  the  time  limited  in  such  notice  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Munici- 
pality, by  its  servants  or  ag>  nts  in  that  behalf,  to  enter 
in  and  upon  any  lands  whereon  any  such  weeds  are 
standing  or  growing  and  cut  and  destroy  the  same  at 
the  e.vpense  of  the  owner  or  occupier  so  in  default,  and 
may  recover  the  expense  thereof  with  costs  by  action 
or  distress,  and  in  case  of  non-payment  thereof  the 
same  shall  be  recoverable  in  like  manner  as  Municipal 
taxes. 

4.  Any  person  convicted  of  a breach  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  by-law  or  of  a failure  to  destroy  any  of  the 
said  weeds  after  receiving  a notice  as  aforesaid,  before 
any  .Justice  or  .Justices  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdic- 
tion within  the  Municipality,  shall  be  liable  to  a fine 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to- 
gether with  the  coats  of  prosecution  as  to  the  convict- 
ing .Justice  or  .Justices  may  seem  right,  and  in  default 
of  payment  of  the  .said  penalty  and  costs  or  penalty  or 
costs  forthwith,  the  said  penalty  and  costs  or  the  said 
penalty  or  costs  only  may  be  levied  by  distress  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in  case  there  is 
no  sufficient  distress  found  out  of  wdiich  the  said  penal-

A BY-LAW 

To  a uthorize  ilie  CotnK'il  of  the  Corjforation 

of  the  TotcitsJnj)  of  JiicJuHond  to  horrotr  the  .stun  of 
repny<(bte  iturinff  the  vurre}it  i/eaVf  pitr- 
.smmt  to  the  terms  of  the  MtmU'ijml  Act, 
tnnl  ameuilments  tJiervto. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve 

and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Township 
of  Pvichmond  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Council  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
from  any  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate, 
and  that  in  one  or  ujore  sums  an  amount  of  money  not 
exceeding  in  the  whole  five  thousand  dollars  of  the 
lawful  money  of  Canada,  and  to  pay  therefor  a rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  6 per  cent,  per  annum,  such 
money  to  be  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the 
current  legal  expenditure  of  the  said  Corporation 
which  is  payable  out  of  the  annual  revenue  before  the 
revenue  for  the  year  is  payable  by  the  taxpayers. 

2.  The  money  so  borrowed,  together  with  interest 
thereon,  shall  be  made  repayable  and  shall  be  repaid 
on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  A.D.  1895,  out 
of  the  municipal  revenue  of  the  current  y'car. 

3.  The  obligation  to  be  given  to  the  lender  or  lenders 
shall  be  a note  or  notes,  signed  by  the  Reeve,  the 
Finance  Committee  and  tlie  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and 
sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  and  in  or 
aiJi)roxiniate  to  the  following  form  : —
